certain good, and contents itſelf with purſuing the beaten 


track of uniformity, while it dreads to venture into the 
unknown, though alluring, path of innovation. 

But, with nations as with individuals, it ſometimes hap- 
pens, that the Hour of Danger is the Hour of Inquiry; and 


what would have been withheld from the calm remon- 
| ſtrances of reaſon is often yielded to the ſtrong impulſe 
of neceſſity. | 


At ſuch a time, and in fo critical a ſituation, the col- 


liſion of contending intereſts, and the rude ſhock of ad- 


verſe powers, are for a while the only arguments of appli- 


cation, and the only effectual means of redreſs! All 


deliberation is at once ſuſpended, and the mind contem- 
plates, with a fearful horror, the uncertain termination 
of the dreadful conteſt ! Happy the nation which, by leni- 


ent and gentle methods, can ſupercede the neceſſity of ſo 
_ deſperate a remedy !—Happy the people, who are not 
_ compelled to recur to this ultimate and awful appeal! 


_ To prevent confuſion, and preſerve tranquillity, is the 
indifpenſible duty of every individual, who would enjoy 


the comforts and protection of civil ſociety ; it is neceſ- 


ſary, therefore, that he ſhould at all times, and at all 
hazards, exert his utmoſt to warn his Fellow Citizens of 


their impending danger, and oppoſe the artful and ambi- 
tious deſigns of thoſe Who, under miſerable pretexts, would 
enflave and deſtroy his country. It is not enough that he 


ſhould boldly diſſeminate bis opinions and propagate his 
principles; that he ſhvuld aſſociate with men of ſimilar 


ſentiments and fimilar views; but he muſt alfo, if 


occaſion require, cheerfully conſent to be ſelected from the 
1 
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It is now near four years ſince we firſt called your at- 
tention to the circumſtances of the times, and to the ſitu- 
ation of your country: If it were neceſſary en to aſſo- 
ciate, how much more is that neceſſity nere increaſed ! we 
felt it our duty to unite and proclaim our grievances, thoſe 
grievances are augmented tenfold z and is this a time to be 
filent or abandon our cauſe? we believed a Parliamentary 
Reform to be the only means of preſerving our country 
from deſtru@ion; and is our perſuaſion become leſs firm, 

or are our opinions altered? did we not foreſee the cala- 
mities which muſt reſult from the want of a fair and equal 
Repreſentation, of the People of Britain, in the Commons 
Houſe of Parliament, and call on the united energies of 
the country to aſſert its rights? and is it a time to relin- 
quiſh all further exertions, and deſert our principles? 
ſurcly not.— The public mind is at length rouſed to a 
ſenſe of its ſituation; it ſecs the dreadful precipice on 
which it ſtands; it encourages us to proceed in our uſeful 
and virtuous undertaking, and aſſures us it will ſecond 
our endeavours. Yes, Britons, you begin to exert the 
privilege of thinking, and mental energy will ſoon be 
ſucceeded by determined reſolution ! You will not quietly 
ſee your country laid in ruins, to gratify the lofty arro- 
gance of an inſolent adminiſtration ! You w.ll not much 
2 longer permit your fellow citizens to be dragg oed from their 
peaceful occupations to fight againſt the liberties of man- 
kind, nor ſuffer your Wives and Children to be robbed.

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national prejudices againſt the principles of Liberty, the 
Society ought not in ſilence to ſuffer the introduction of 
the principles of modern Germany ; thoſe principles, by 
which Soldiers, who, on all other occaſions, are expected 
to exceed the courage of Lions, are, with reſpect to their 
Officers, required to fink beneath the ſubmiſſiveneſs of 
Spaniels - - That the late execution of Pariſb and Cook, 
two privates of the Oxfordſhire Militia, and the pains 
- Which have fince been taken to miſrepreſent their conduct, 
and 1njure their characters, furniſhed no reaſon to hope 
any thing from the humanity of the executive part of our 
Government: it was alſo contended, that the idea of ad- 
dreſſing the King was nugatory, it being underſtood that 
ſome late regulations preclude all poſſibility of preſenting 
any Addreſs immediately to himſelf; and that, in paſſing 
through the Privy Council, there could be no ſecurity 
that it would not be mutilated or ſuppreſſed. 1 
In ſupport of the Addreſs it was urged, that indivi- 
duals, while forming but a Minority of a Nation, were 
in duty bound, whatever might be their private opinions, 
to regulate their, public conduct by thoſe inſtitutions 
which had been ſanctioned by the approbation or even 
acquieſcence of their Countrymen— That if the ſyſtem 
of Government eſtabliſhed in this country were really 
defective, nothing could tend more dirtctly to expole 
its defects than the inefficacy of meaſures adopted in com- 
pliance with its doctrines — That the power of reform- 
ing the Repreſentation, ſtared in the Addre!s to be poſ- 
ſeſſed by the King, implied, like all other Magitterial 
authority, a duty to exerciſe it for the general good — . 
That the exclamations, now ſo common, that the King 
would pay no attention to the ſentiments of the People, 
were premature, and would continue to be ſo until the 
Nation in general were prevailed on to require of him 
to uſe this part of his authority in a juſt and cquitable 
manner; and, laſtly, that if no other mode of preicnt- 
ment, except through the Privy Council, could be found, 
ſtill the publication of the Addreis would counteract any
